A. The Sabaoth is both of Moral and Pofitive Ob- 
ligation.

dition afterwards, 2. Since i is fo neceflary, thaca 
certain time be dedicated to the homage of a Crea- 
tor ; and fince none fo proper as a Seventh Day, 
which may perperuate the remembrance of a Six 
Day's Creation, we may reafonably fuppole, that 
Adam was enjvyn'd the celebration of the Sabaoch, 
3. In Exodus 16. Where the [raelites receive the 
firft Command concerning the Sabaorh,ir is propos'd 
in fuch a manner, as tho’ they were not before un- 
acquainted with ir. 4. To chat Paffage in Gen. 2, 3. 
and God bleffed the Seventh Day, and fanct fied ir ; 
becaufe that in it he had refted from all his Work, 
which God created and made ; to that pertinent 
Paffage it cannot be replied, that Mofés no more 
than fpeaks by way of Prolepfis, fince it is no ways 
aliowable to fly from the Letter to a Figure withour 
evident Neceflity, or areafonable Plea, Bur che 
Cafe before us will admir of Neicher. 

The Tranflation of the Sabaoth from the Seventh 
to the Firft Day of che;-Week may be founded on 
the following Particulars, 1. As our Lord Role from 
the Dead ( that completion, as it were, of our Re- 
demptiwn, which ro Us is no Jefs than a New Crea- 
tion ) on the Firft Day, fo his Second Appearance 
and the Defcent of the Holy Ghoft were on the fame 
Day of the Week. 2. The UOniverfal Practice of the 
Primitive Church in this Particular may fairly be 
concluded to have deriv'd from Apoftolical Iotticu-

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tion. 3. In Coloff. 2. 16. We read, ler no Man 
therefore judge you in refpect of an Holy Day, or 
of the New Moon, or of the Sabaoth Days: That 
is ; let no Man judge you for your neglect of them, 
as the Conrext fhews. But if agy fancy, chat chefe 
Sabaoth Days may imply thofe other Sabaorhs ob- 
ferved by the Jews befide their Seventh Days, upon 
the propofal of his doubt we fhall endeavour to 
Evince the contrary. 

_ And now. by obferving our Chriftian Sabaoth, we 
comply with our Moral Obligations by dedicating to 
God a certain Portion of our time; we Commemo- 
rate the Creation of the World by.a Dedication of 
One Day in Seven ; we duely remember Redempti- 
on of Mankind, by choofing the Firft Day of rhe 
Week (the Day of our Redeemer’s Reiurrection ) 
for thar One in Seven,

all the Earth. : The whole Verfe runs thus ; of fuch
